The most controversial liquor 
licensing, problem to face the Board 
of Selectmen, since adoption of the 
town manager charter, comes to a 
head in the next two weeks.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Prompt Action Desirable 


One of the least enjoyable tasks facing any board of 
selectmen is the issuance of liquor licenses. 
There’s just no way that a board can come out of such 


an experience without scars, for the competition for the 
licenses is keen; the feelings run high. No matter who the 
final choice is, the other applicants feel they should have 
been selected. 
This will be 
Selectmen finishes considering the 20 or so applications 
for a package store license. No matter how you slice it, 
there’s only one license to grant, and 19 applicants to 


the situation here, after the Board of 


displease. 

The Board’s task can be made no easier by delay. 

Under the law, the Board may not officially consider 
the applications until 10 days after their publication. The 
notices appear today, and may thus be considered by May 
15. The statutes provide that each application must be 
considered and acted upon within 30 days of the time it is 
filed.. Thus the Board has, in approximate figures, until 
the last week of the month to act. 

Noting that the Board has @ tendancy to put off deci- 
sions ‘‘until the next meeting’, we wonder if the members 
would not be well advised to act promptly on this particu- 
lar matter, While taking ample time to weigh the facts, 
there should be no need for delay simply for the sake of 
postponing a tough decision. 

The Selectmen will be doing themselves a favor if they 
act swiftly. Delay will only produce more hard feelings, 
and thus added burdens for the members of the Board. 
Salaries Going Up 

The School Committee is facing one of those harsh real- 
ities of its existence — competition for teachers who 
excel in their specialties, 

Several members of the faculty have received offers 
from other systems, with substantial increases in salary 
in the offing. Two of these have received prominence, 
through a letter written to the School Committee by Donald 
D. Dunn. But one or two others also are being considered,, 
although they have not been given the wide publicity. 

Just what does a School Committee do, when it faces 
such a situation? 

It can pay the teachers more, and keep them here for 
another year. It can refuse to pay above the stated salary 
schedule, and lose the teachers. It can hold out promises 
of adjustments under a new plan, and perhaps persuade the 
individuals to wait and see what the new plan is. 

We're not certain what we’d do, if this was our decision 
to make. For one thing, special treatment beyond a salary 
schedule leads to abandonment of the schedule as a thing 
of meaning. Countering this argument is the fact that we 
can ill afford to lose the teachers. Discussion of a plan, 
somewhere in the future, leaves much to be desired, be- 
cause a teacher can’t eat a plan. 

As this is being written, members of the Committee are 
no doubt wrestling with the problem. And members of a 
sub-committee are also at work on a sort of master plan 
for salaries. 

One fact seems to emerge clearly. 

We must not, in effect, react to outside competition in 
establishing salaries and incentives for individuals. We 
should establish a salary schedule, and a method of re- 
warding excellence, that is adequate, in its basic struc- 
ture, to meet competition. 

The taxpayer may be forgiven 
believe it is inevitable that teachers’ salaries must be

raised by a substantial amount. We also believe that some 
system of rewards for excellence must be initiated, which 
is dependent on superiority, and without regard to length 


of service in the system.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

**l read with interest your lead 
article on April 27, 1961, concern- 
ing the parking of trucks in single 
zoned residential areas in the 
Town of Andover, and its relation 
to the recent petition for writ of 
mandamus against the Building 
Inspector, As attorney for Joseph 
Hoffman, I feel compelled to write 
this letter. 

‘It is noteworthy that the group 
of over 100 contractors who met on 
April 24 with Attorney Richard 
Johnson apparently made a delibe- 
rate effort not to invite to their 
meeting the one individual whohas 
been the brunt of this entire pro- 
ceeding - Joseph Hoffman. 
Fortunately, about an hour before 
the meeting Hoffman heard about 
the same and naturally attended it. 
To add insult to injury, this group 
of contractors decided ‘not to 
appeal the case’ when, as a matter 
of law, the only two parties who 
could make this decision were the 
Town of Andover and Joseph Hoff- 


man. ° 
**Another factor which gives one 


cause for concern is the attitude of 
the Selectmen and the Town 
Manager who seem to be taking 
inconsistent positions. On the one 
hand, it is claimed that the order 
issued to the Building Inspector in 
the Hoffman case is vague and 
ambiguous, and on the other, they 
fee] it is specific enough to be 
enforced. It would appear that if 
this order is specific enough to 
be enforced against Hoffman, the 
intent of the order should be broad 
enough to prohibit every other 
resident from parking a similar 
commercial vehicle on like 
premises. Can it be denied that if 
one hundred other persons in Hoff- 
man’s position were made parties 
to this Court action the order would 
be any different? 

“If the Town Manager and 
Selectmen feel that Hoffman should 


be prohibited from parking his 
pick-up truck on his premises 
because of the Court order, (which 
interpreted the zoning by-law of 


Andover), it is indeed difficult to 
comprehend how our townofficials 
could see fit not to place asimilar 
restriction on all other like 
vehicles in similar areas. By 
taking such a position, our town 
fathers are saying, byimplication, 
that even though the Superior Court 
has decreed that the parking of a 
5,000 pound pick-up truck on Hoff- 
man’s premises is a violation of the 
Andover Zoning By-Law, we shall 
not consider other such vehicles 
parked in similar areas as a 
violation. Such a position would 
smack of discrimination. It would 
appear that if this decision had 
been appealed by the town there 
would have been at least a fair 
chance to have this entire situation 
clarified. 

‘*The positions taken by the local 
group of contractors also would 
seem to be inconsistent. They first 
decide that the recent court case 
has no direct or indirect applica- 
tion to them; therefore, they 
determine that an appeal is 
unnecessary. They then decide to 
move to amend the by-lawto permit 
the parking of certain commercial 
vehicles which was the entire issue 
in the Hoffman case. Obviously, 
this group must be concerned that 
many of their members are 
presently violating the by-law 
based upon the Hoffman case, and 
fear further court proceedings. If 
this assumption is incorrect, why 
all the apparent concern among the 
contractors? If this assumption is 
correct and other violations are 
taking place, should not the town 
officials enforce the by-law as 
against the other violaters to the, 
same extent as against Hoffman? 

‘*In conclusion, I sincerely hope 
that our responsible officials think 
carefully before taking a definite 
stand relative to the complete 
removal of Hoffman's vehicle from 
his premises and turning their eyes 
away from other such trucks. In 
my humble opinion that stand 
should be merely to require the 
garaging of such vehicles without 
the necessity of removing them 
completely from single zoned 
residences. But whatever course is 
taken, it should be applied equally 
to all, bearing in mind the inscrip= 
tion on the United States Supreme 
Court Building, ‘Equal Justice 
Under Law’ ”’.
